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The 1982 RM250Z combines water-cooling with 125cc-like light weight and Open class type power. It’s fast. 











Impression: 1982 Suzuki RM250Z

What do a 125cc and Open class moto- 
crossers have in common? Not much, unless 
they both happen to be the new Suzuki 


RM250Z. 


What we mean is: It feels 
light like a 125cc machine, but 
it’s fast like a big bore ’crosser. 

Of course, this may not be 
exactly the characteristics you were 
looking for in a quarter-liter motor- 
cycle. We weren't, but two laps around 
the Saddleback International course 
were enough to convince us. 

At first glarice, the Z model looks 
i i - -mill fac- 









tory racer. Maybe not as trick as the 
new Hondas, but still definitely very 
trick with rectangular slide carbure- 
tor, water-cooled motor, straight- 
pull spokes and the fattest expansion 
chamber we've ever seen on a 250cc 
bike. 

A second glance leaves the viewer 
with a different impression. The bike 
almost looks ordinary, as if all the 
parts were assembled just the way 
ou.always thought they should be. 





Detail refinements on the RM clear- 
ly reflect Suzuki’s intention to keep 
their machine lighter than the com- 
petition. Bolts are drilled or dished 
and kept to the smallest possible 
diameter. Motor mounts are alumi- 
num this year, and the rear brake stay 
is so light that specialty manufactur- 
ers have been unable to profitably 
make a lighter one. Even the under- 
side of the brake and clutch levers are 
undercut to save a few grams. 


Despite the added weight of water- 
cooling, the '82 RM is two pounds 
lighter than last year’s model and 10 
pounds lighter than Yamaha’s ex- 
ceptional YZ250J. On the track, the Z 
feels as light as most 125cc moto- 
weapons, and our test riders found it 
easy to ride the bike with the same 
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Lightweight rocket 


Part of the feeling of lightness 
comes from the RM’s short stature. 
Suspension travel is a full inch less 
than many of its contemporaries. 
One might expect some loss of ability 
to absorb rough terrain, yet none of 
the six testers expressed any notice of 
the shorter suspension travel until 
told later. 


The 29.3 degree steering head angle 
and short fork assembly make the 
*Zook a fast turner, able to dive under 
other machines in sweepers, and ideal 
for dropping into tight inside berms. 
One favorite passing technique was 
to pitch the bike into the high outside 
line (like on a 125cc) then square the 
turn off and power past the com- 
petitor. 


The KYB front suspension handled 
stutter bumps and big whoops with

equal contempt, the 10.3 inches of 
travel soaking the harshness of the 
track as well as any suspenders we’ve 
tested. On the minus side, however, is 
the tendency for the fork legs to flex 
and sometimes be imprecise. More 
substantial triple clamps might solve 
the problem. 


Suzuki’s Full Floater rear suspen- 
sion is superlative. The confidence 
the rising rate suspension gives the 
rider is impressive. With 11 inches of 
travel, it doesn’t lead the numbers 
game, but compliance over stutter 
bumps and monster whoops certainly 
gives it the edge in tractability. 


Interestingly, we found the testers’ 
riding styles and weight differences 
required much adjustment and no 
one setting in pre-load or damping 
seemed to please even similar riders. 
Lap times didn’t change much with 
the adjustments, and each tester felt 
the Z model worked better than the 
*81 Suzuki even though we picked it 
as best for that year. 


Water-cooling has been added to 
this year’s middle-motocross bike, 
and the effect is more than just mar- 
keting strategy. Power is up consid- 
erably from last year’s RM, and it 
comes in rushes. In previous years, 
Suzuki has taken steps to assure 
broad-range power for their 250cc, 
but this year horsepower comes on 
like the afterburner on an F-15. 


The abruptness of the power wasa 
cause of concern for nearly all the 
riders. On slippery corners, care had 
to be taken to prevent excessive wheel- 
spin or having the bike pitch side- 
ways. In deep bermed turns, the front 
end claws at the sky if the rider grabs 
too much throttle. Care must be taken 
to keep the weight forward when 
grabbing a handful. 


Experts loved the motor, however. 
“Fastest 250cc ever” was one com- 
ment, and “Pulls like an Open class 
bike,” another. Starting line drag 
races against other machines con- 

_ firmed our seat-of-the-pants opinion 





of the RM’s formidable engine. The 
Suzuki bested every other 250cc that 
ran against it and most of the assorted 
Open class machines. 

On the track the story was the 
same. Competitors could be passed 
on straights, even short straights, 
because the RM launches itself like a 
cheetah. 

Brakes are important on a bike 
capable of such speed, and fortu- 
nately the Suzuki's are up to the task. 
The front brake remains a single 
leading shoe with good progressive 
feel, and the rear brake rarely locks at 
inopportune moments. 

Japanese Dunlop tires do an ade- 
quate job of transferring all the brak- 
ing, cornering and acceleration for- 
ces to the track. The Japanese tire 
companies have improved their pro- 
ducts considerably in recent years, 
and the RM couldn’t work as well as 
it does without being shod with decent 
tires. 


Suzuki seems to have designed the 
Z for riders of short stature. The pegs 
are high in relation to the seat and the 
bars low. Taller riders felt somewhat 
cramped by the ergonomics, but 
shorter riders (especially ones used to 
125cc) made comments like, “It’s 
perfect!” 

It’s hard to find annoying items on 
the bike, but the radiator scoops 
bothered everyone. When sliding up 
onto the tank for tight cornering, the 
inside of a rider’s leathers catch on 
the back edge of the shield. A handful 
of zip ties cured the problem, but 
Suzuki's oversight in designing indi- 
cates that there is always room for 
improvement. 


Mikuni’s new flat-sided rectangu- 
lar slide carb is a great improvement 
over the ’81 carburetion. Power was 
crisp at any throttle setting, even 
when the motor was below the use- 
able power range the carb still jetted 
cleanly. More experienced riders 
would use the clutch when exiting 
tight turns, but Novice riders were 
just rolling on the throttle and pow- 








ering away without the hesitation of 
last year’s RM. 

Cleaning the air filters remains an 
annoying hassle. A free breathing air 
cleaner is critical to performance, 
and the Suzuki engineers should en- 
courage the effort by redesigning the 
entire unit and disposing of the 
numerous washers, screws, bolts, 
spacers and nuts used to secure the 
two-piece filter design. 

The choice of which motorcycle to 
buy gets to be a tougher decision each 
year. Manufacturers continue to im- 
prove their products, and every bike 
on the track is capable of winning, 
although some are more capable. It is 
appropriate that Suzuki runs a moto- 
cross school; the RM 250Z belongs at 
the head of the class. e

Daytona reflections 


“I’m a racer. I’ve won motocross races, 
and I’m sure I’m going to win a TT, and 
I’m sure Ill win a road race.”

Steve Wise went to Daytona to prove himself as a road racer, and even the most 
skeptical came away from Cycle Week knowing that Wise can run with some of 
the fastest riders America has today. Wise ran in the top five for the first nine laps 
of the Superbike event in his first-ever road race, took an off-track excursion, and 
finished an eventual eighth with a twisted. front end. He then put in a surprise 
entry for the 200 on the in-line four cylinder Honda which had been prepared for 
Marco Lucchinelli. Once again, Wise rode up front the entire race and carded 
a seventh, putting himself into the Winston Pro Series points lead. 

Wise was one of the most talked about riders at Daytona. For most spectators it 
was watch the leader and watch for Wise, because no one really knew what he 
was capable of, at least until the Superbike and Daytona 200 races went off. 

We gave Steve a few days to clear his head and get his thoughts together con- 
cerning the first two road races in his new career. Here are the thoughts he 


reflected. 


Steve, in your last interview with 
Cycle News, you said you wanted to 
break into the top five at Daytona’s 
Superbike race, but you finished eigh- 
th. What are your thoughts now, and 
do you feel you’ve met your goals 
anyway? 

After a few detours off the course I 
took eighth, and I learned a whole 
bunch and met my goals. I diced with 
Roberto Pietri and Eddie Lawson for 
ten laps. : 

Right before the Superbike race you 


knelt down on the grid and said a 
prayer. What sort of thoughts were in 
your head? 

I’m a Christian and I think it’s im- 
portant to pray. My thoughts were 
about other people, not just myself, 
just hoping it would be a safe race, 
and trying to make myself believe it 
would be safe. I was hoping that no 
one would do anything stupid. Also, 
I was hoping I wouldn’t lose my 
mind out there, just ride my own race 
and stay within my own limits. Those 


are the things I pray about, to give me 
confidence and mind control so I 
won’t go in over my head. I need to 
race my race and no one else’s. There 
may be guys out there who can beat 
me, and there may be guys who can’t. 
Are you more conservative road rac- 
ing than you were motocrossing? 
Oh, no doubt. I'll tell you what, the 
third lap (of the Superbike race) I 
almost got off really bad. The back 
wheel got off the track on the grass 
and the front wheel was on the pave- 
ment. It was in a little left hand jog— 
about 115 miles per hour—and I 
went into a slide. Roberto was right 
behind me and he told me later he 
could’t believe I saved it. It’s a good 
thing it wasn’t muddy where I went 
off. It was muddy for Brauneck (Doug 
Brauneck, rider in the Daytona 200 
who flipped end over end when he 
went off the track). 

You ran heads up with Pietri and 
Lawson in your first road race. What’s 
it like running at that pace? 
Actually, it was a little too fast for me. 
I should have mellowed out and rid- 
den behind them for a longer period 
of time, but in a motocross you pass 
when you can, and I have to learn 





that when you road race you have to 
take your time. I tried to pass Roberto, 
I did pass him, and that’s when I ran 
off the track. 

Money in racing was a well covered 
subject at Daytona, especially concern- 
ing Honda. Is your salary as a TT 
rider/road racer higher or lower than 
when you were motocrossing? 

My salary is exactly the same as it was 
last year. I have sort of a weird deal, I 
-only signed for six months. At first 
Honda didn’t know if I was going to 
be good enough, and I told them I 
didn’t know either. The money I’m 
making isn’ta whole bunch. I didn’t 
make a ton motocrossing like some of 
the guys. I made good money, but not 
a whole bunch. In six months I'll 
know if I’m any good at this stuff, 
and if I’m not I'll want to quit 
anyway. This whole thing is going to 
work out for my benefit. It looks real 
good right now. 

What does Honda put more empha- 
sis on, road racing or MX? 

I think it’s about the same. Motocross 
is different. The works bikes are eas- 
ier to make, but those road racers cost.: 
a ton, a million and a half dollars for 
each bike Spencer and Baldwin rode 
(in the 200, the FWS 1,000cc V-4). 
Honda can afford to make more moto- 
cross bikes. I think you're going to 
find more of an effort put into road 
racing here in the next year. The 
R&D people were very pleased with 
the results at Daytona, and when 
they’re pleased they’re going to spend 
more money, and there will be more 
development. 

Now that you have proven yourself as 
a road racer, do you ever feel like 
snubbing those who thought you’d 
never make it? 

No, no. Those people will get snubbed 
in the long run. I’m not going to 
snub anyone with words because 
words can’t do anything anyway. Of 
course, that would go against my 
beliefs in God, because it says in the 
bible not to do things like that. 
There’s no reason for me to say bad 
things to anyone, ever. 

What sort of reactions have you re- 
ceived from people after Daytona? 
There’s been a lot of people really 
happy with how I did. I guess I better 
get a speedway and a trials bike next! 
There’s a lot of different ways I can 
go right now. I’ve been talking with 
Udo (Geitl, Honda’s road racing team 
manager) and there’s a lot of things 
that might happen. I’m leading the 
Winston Pro Series points right now, 
and I’m wondering what I should do. 
Bob Hannah paid close attention to 
your performance at Daytona. What 
were his reactions? Would he ever try 
road racing? 

Bob came into the pits right after the 
200. He won fifty bucks betting some- 
body I'd finish in the top ten. Han- 
nah is really pumped, and I think all 
the MX guys should be pumped 
because they might be seeing some of 
this later in their careers. At first 
Hannah told me I was crazy, and the 
first time I went around the banked 
part at Daytona I was telling myself I 
was crazy. 

I’m not saying I’m not going to get 
off, because there’s always that possi- 
bility, but as long as you keep it in 
perspective you won’t get yourself 
into as much trouble road racing as 
you think you will, unless there’s 
some mechanical problem. At first 
Hannah told me I was nuts, but I 
talked to him Tuesday night—I have 
to talk to him again tonight because 
we have some land together we’re try- 
ing to sell—and asked him when he 
was going to try this stuff. At first he 
said no way, but this time he said 
maybe so, maybe he’d give it a try 
after motocrossing. 

How is your wife reacting to road 
racing? 
She doesn’t say much, she’s just 100 . 














percent behind me. Everything’s fine, 
she’s just a super lady. There is some 
concern, but it’s not fear or worry. 
We're not going to fear getting hurt. 
She’s totally supportive. 
Your Daytona 200 entry was quite a 
surprise. How did it come about? 
I didn’t know I was going to ride the 
200, in fact, I didn’t feel comfortable 
with the Formula One bike until 
Thursday. I was totally uncomfortable 
with it before that. Most guys ride a 
100, then maybe a 250 or 350, but I 
was thrown on a Formula One bike 
and hadn't ever ridden one in my life 
before January, and then I hated it! 
Now I like itas much as a Superbike. 
It’s a gas. It was wide open the whole 
way. 
Your seventh in the 200 put you on 
top of the Winston Pro Series points. 
Have you changed your mind on rid- 
ing any of the miles or half miles? 
In my earlier interview with Cycle 
News I said that Mike Kidd is the 
number one rider (for the dirt tracks) 
and he’s got most of the support. I 
don’t really know, I haven’t had a 
chance to talk toanyone at Honda yet 
because I’ve been on the road since 
Daytona, I haven’t been home yet. 
This weekend when everyone comes 
back in for Talladega (Alabama, 
Superbike round) there will be some 
talk about that. If they have another 
NS (works dirt tracker) you might see 
meat Ascot (half mile on May 8). You 
never know, the idea has been kicked 
around. 
You’ve achieved quick success in your 
new career. Do you ever feel you 
might have wasted your time riding 
MX all those years? 
No. I think MX is what gave me the 
background to do the things I’ve been 
doing. The conditioning factor was 
there. Once again, I’m not trying to 
put down any form of cycle racing, 
but if people only knew what MX 
guys have to go through to condition 
themselves, then they’d understand 
what it’s all about. I think moto- 
crossers have a big advantage over 
any of the other riders, and not because 
I’m a motocrosser, because I’m not 
anymore. One day we talked it over, 
and there’s only a handful of MXers 
who could do what I’m doing. 
Are you tired of being regarded as an 
MXer who turned TT rider/road 
racer? 
I don’t mind being regarded as a moto- 
crosser turned road™racer because I 
enjoy motocrossing and trail riding 
so much. But that’s past. Put it this 
way: I’m a racer. I’ve won motocross 
races, andI’m sure I’m going to win a 
TT and I’m sure I'll win a road race. 
That’s not being boastful, those are 
my goals. Like Steve McLaughlin 
said—Steve Wise is a racer, he likes to 
race, and he does alright in all types 
of competition. It made me feel good, 
because I never won a championship 
motocrossing, but I’m looking for- 
ward to winning one road racing. 
Do you have any predictions on your 
performance at Talladega? 
Friday will be the first day I sat on a 
bike since the 200, and I haven’t done 
anything special, I won’t do anything 
different from what I did at Daytona. 
I’m just going to go out and set my 
own pace, which will be hard to do 
because once somebody good passes 
me I'l] want to catch him. I'm going 
for a top three or four finish, to get 
those (Superbike Series) points. If I 
had been thinking about that last 
weekend I would have been better off. 
There’re a few people I need to 
thank right now. Merlin Plumley, 
Mike Velasco, Udo Geitl, Larry Wor- 
rell, John Twitt, Ray, Dudley, Todd 
the machinist, and all the people at 
Honda who have been behind me. 
They've given me an opportunity of 
a lifetime. After Daytona they’re 
happy, I’m happy, and I owe them 
all thanks. NS 3

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Harden /Roeseler Desert Racing School 
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Studying at Puckerbush U.

If you put every motocross track in the 
world, and the motorcycle park/riding area 
it resides at, onto one large piece of real 
estate, it'd bea safe bet that the resulting area 


of land would equal only a 
fraction of the deserts of the 
western United States. 

On practically any given week- 
end throughout the year, thousands 
of people make the trek from cities to 
escape in the vastness of the desert’s 
forbidding floor. The majority are 
there for recreation, some for racing. 

Something nearly each has in 
common, though, is a lack of educa- 
tion. Not lack of formal education, 
i.e. elementary, junior high, high 
school and possibly college, but of a 
course in covering desert terrain on 
two wheels as quickly and safely as 
possible. 

Motocrossers, road racers and trials 
riders have benefitted for years from 
“schools” in which past and present 
greats of the sport pass secret tricks of 
their trade on to students eager and 
curious. Those who trail ride or race 
in the desert, however, have had lit- 
tle, ifanything, offered to them in the 
way of schooling. Until now. 

The Scot Harden/Larry Roeseler 
desert racing school fills the void. 
Harden and Roeseler need no intro- 
duction to those even remotely inter- 
ested in desert and off-road competi- 
tion, and both are skilled in other 
areas, having motocrossed and com- 
peted in Six Days as well. Realizing 
there was a need, they teamed up and 
decided to put on desert racing schools, 
two-day sessions held on weekends 


near Las Vegas, and in southern Cali- 
fornia’s District 37 and 38, so far. 
While both are committed to a heavy 
racing schedule right now, there 
should be more sessions later in the 
year after the desert cools off. 

Harden and Roeseler like to keep 
the sessions small with between 15 
and 20 students in order to maintain 
a more personal type of instruction. 
The session I attended at the Imperial 
Valley’s Superstition Mountain had 
a total of five students, ensuring each 
of us a maximum of attention. 

The session begins with the basics 
— training and both mental and 
motorcycle preparation. “Running 
is one of the best things you can do,” 
says Harden. “Start with a couple 
miles a week and work up.” 

Roeseler has had a knee injured in 
the past, so he doesn't run as much. 
“T go to the gym as much as possi- 
ble,” he says, doing a variety of 
things like the Nautilus workout, the 
Life Cycle and weights, stressing light 
weights and lots of reps. 

Neither is a fastidious dieter, 
though you won't find them binging 
on junk food or lots of sweets as a 
tule. “I’m picky about what I eat 
right before a race,” claims Roeseler, 
however. Like most endurance ath- 
letes, he subscribes to a carbohydrate- 
loading diet before a race. 

Basically, though, itall boils down 
to you, the rider. “There are plenty of 
fine manuals out dealing with train- 





ing and physical stuff, but in the end, 
it’s self-discipline, how bad you want 
it,” says Harden. 

Approaching the start of a race, 
Harden says, “I'll stretch a lot. Then 
lots of times I'll take a jump rope 
with meand skip five minutes till I’m 
sweatin’ good.” The reason for this is 
to be properly warmed up and ready 
to go from the start. “The toughest 
part of any race is the first 10 to 15 
miles (both mentally and physically),”” 
relates Scot. 

A shoulder injury kept Roeseler 
out of action for part of the '81 sea- 
son, and its effects still linger at 
times. Since the shoulders are used 
quite a bit in riding, he concentrates 
on working out that area. In addi- 
tion, he will apply Ben Gay before a 
race to potential cramp spots. 

One thing that I have problems 
with, as many other riders do, is arm 
pump-up and tightening. The solu- 
tion, according to Harden, is, 
“Wherever you can, you've got to 
relax your arms.” If necessary, slow 
down and concentrate on relaxing 
your grip on the bars. 

Dust is another evil the desert rider/ 
racer confronts regularly. Besides the 
old trick of applying a light coating 
of baby oil or grease to the foam in 
your goggles to keep dust out, Roe- 
seler also demonstrated a way to keep 
the lenses themselves cleaner. He 
applies a thin film of Armor All to 
both sides of the lens, and when it 
gets dusty, a quick swipe from his 
jersey produces clear vision again. It 
works! After a race, Harden takes his 
grungy goggles, removes the lenses 
and throws them in the washing 
machine, claiming they come out 
like new. 

When it comes to bike prep, both 
Harden and Roeseler stressed that all 
the nit picking, dull, dirty mainte- 
nance you'd like to forget is impor- 





tant. The chain must be properly 
adjusted, cables lubed and routed 
correctly, controls positioned for easy 
access, and the clutch lever should 
work well. Clean the bike thoroughly 
after rides and check it over com- 
pletely. Time spent in the garage will 
mean less chance of a DNF ruining 
your day. 

Both instructors state that it’s more 
important to learn to use the bike to 
its full potential before going out and 
having the thing tricked to the max. 
If the bike isn’t quite the way you'd 
like it out of the box, there are a 
number of minor things you can do 
to set it up for you. For instance, 
changing the position or width of the 
bars can make a great deal of differ- 
ence in cornering precision. “The 
thing to remember about bars is that 
your hands should extend straight 
out from your body,” according to 
Harden. 

When it comes to suspension, 
today’s bikes generally have lots of 
changes you can make to dial them in 
for your weight, style, ability and the 
terrain. Many riders nowadays obvi- 
ously do not know the effects differ- 
ent rebound or compression damp- 
ing changes, oil viscosities or levels, 
spring preload and air pressures can 
make. 

Harden feels that the less preload 
run, the better, while Roeseler adds 
that the suspension should bottom 
out, and the last few inches of travel is 
the most important. At any rate, 
however, getting your suspension 
working correctly for you should 
help you go faster than any amount 
of wild porting or “works” pipes. As 
Harden says, “It's easier to start with 
the simple solutions first” before 
spending big bucks on other things. 

One invaluable goodie carried by 
almost every off-road rider is a fanny 
pack full of tools and parts. Leather 









packs are more durable than the 
nylon variety. The idea of the pack is 
not to carry the greatest number of 
tools, but to carry only what you'll 
need for on-the-trail repairs (most 
racers aren’t going to split cases in 
the middle of the desert). 

To thatend, a Six Days-type wrench 
that combines a number of tools in 
one should be tops on the list. Make 
sure that it’s easy to use each of its 
features, though, on your particular 
bike. 

It also makes things easier to find if 
you separate the: smaller spares in the 
pack by packing them in small home- 
made cloth-type envelopes or 35mm 
film canisters, grouping similar items 
together where possible. Make up 
your own “‘filing’’ system, and make 
sure to protect the threaded part of 
items that screw in, lest the threads 
become damaged. 

A couple of tire irons, plugs, jets, 
nuts, bolts, screws, zip ties and money 
are other items you might consider 
including. As for spare tubes, both 
Harden and Roeseler agree that a 
spare front tube — as well as a COz 
cartridge or two to inflate it — should 
find a place on the bike. The reason? 
It will work at either the front or back 
end. 

Following the “classroom” time, 
we ventured out to practice ‘‘barrel 
turns” aboard our bikes. Instead of 
barrels or 55-gallon drums, though, 
Harden and Roeseler had us ride up 
to a puckerbush, slap a quick left 
around it, accelerate through a cou- 
ple gears to another puckerbush, make 
another quick left then head back to 
puckerbush number one. 

After demonstrating and talking 
us through the exercise, we were sent 
out one at a time to do it while being 
videotaped by Wayne Gales. The 
seemingly simple, quick, tight turns 
are much more difficult when you're 
trying to do it smoothly, remember- 
ing correct body positioning (get 
forward), braking and use of clutch 
and throttle. This was made more 
difficult due to the loose, sandy soil. 
You can end up looking pretty silly, 
no matter who you are. 


The next section consisted of four 
sandy bermed turns, right-left-right- 
left. Here again, as in all other sec- 
tions, either Harden or Roeseler went 
through first to demonstrate the cor- 
rect way to ride the section. Then 
each student went through, one at a 
time, while being taped. After we had 
all ridden it several times, the other 
instructor took a run through. 


Section three added some straight- 
aways — and more speed — between 
corners with a couple of large whoops/ 
small jumps and rocks to keep us on 
our toes. After running through there 
about three times each, we tackled a 
hill, running up its deceptively soft, 
power-robbing side, staying on top 
of a ridge, turning downhill, hitting 
a couple of small jumps at the bot- 
tom followed by a left-hander and a 
rutted run up another hill. 


That done, we made a couple more 
runs down the hill and over the 
jumps before Harden and Roeseler 
sent us out for 10 laps on the entire 
track they had put together using the 
different sections. Our total riding 
mileage for the day was about 20, 
going by a KDX175 odometer, but it 
was the most tiring 20 any of us had 
done. Period. 

After a little bench racing, it was 
time to go into town, clean up and 
have dinner. Harden and Roeseler 
sent their wives, Christie and Kevin, 
out for pizza while the rest of us 
settled into a hotel room and started 
watching videotapes, a BC cartoon 
first followed by tapes of each of us 
riding the different sections. 

Without a doubt, the videotapes 
really make a difference. Besides being

comical at times, they are most help- 
ful in letting you see yourself on the 
bike in different situations. You’re 
able to check how your bike’s suspen- 
sion was working and how you posi- 
tioned yourself on the machine in 
different situations. You can also see 
what others are doing, both good and 
bad, enabling you to make mental 
notes of what to do or what not to do. 
When you see the tapes of Harden 
and Roeseler slicing through the sec- 
tions, you really have something to 
measure your own form by. 

The next morning, following a 
hearty breakfast, we headed back out 
to Superstition for more instruction 
and riding. First, Harden and Roe- 
seler took us out in the sand dunes, 
giving us a few tips on riding in the 
extremely soft stuff. 

We ended up at one particularly 
large wall of sand where Roeseler 
showed us the correct way to turn 
around...on the side of a hill you've 
just failed to climb. Actually, it wasn’t 
that bad. If you realize you're not 
going to make it up, simply turn the 
bike toward the side that the brake 
pedal is on, the right side in most 
cases. Once stopped, you can get on 
the brake with your right foot, leav- 
ing your left foot and your center of 
gravity on the uphill side, then wig- 
gle the handlebars left and right until 
you're pointed down the hill. You 
can then ride back down for another 
try or bulldog it. 


That task “mastered,” Harden led 
us through a narrow, twisty canyon 
on a two-track jeep trail that was full 
of sandy berms and rocks. We could 
go at whatever pace we felt comfort- 
able at, and, fun as that was, it was 
only the beginning. 

The jeep trail led-out of the canyon 
and around the base of Superstition. 
The terrain there was hard-packed 
and rocky, like you'd imagine “typi- 


cal” desert courses to be. Harden 
stopped and let everyone catch up 
after a few minutes on this, pointing 
out that he recommends being in the 
outside groove of a two-track turn. 
That way, you can see farther around 
the corner, and your body isn’t brush- 
ing up against any wall that may be 
on the inside of the corner. 

We then proceeded to ride a little 
farther until coming to a series of 
small whoops. Here, Roeseler ex- 
plained and demonstrated the tech- 
nique used by both desert racers and 
motocrossers for double jumping 
them, thus making the ride a little 
easier on yourself. The same. tech- 
nique is also used when coming toa 
washout or road crossing. 

Bascially, what you do is hit the 
first whoop, or find a small bump to 
hit at the edge of the ditch, and upon 
hitting it, compress the bike’s sus- 
pension by sort of bouncing on the 
pegs so that the bike rebounds as it’s 
leaving the ground. A quick blip of 
the throttle at the same time will help 
extend the suspension. In’ effect, 
you've got to “bunny hop”’ over the 
obstacle. It does take a bit of practice 
before you're doing it anywhere near 
the right way, and Harden recom- 
mends that students not try jumping 
ditches before they’ve got small 
whoops down first. 

What followed was more riding — 
through rock beds, down wash outs 
and along trails — before. Harden 


stopped and pointed outa few things - 


that, when you stop and think about 
it, should have been obvious before. 
“The closer you get to a mountain, 
the bigger the washouts will be. On 
the flats, everything's pretty flat.” 
That’s good to remember. 


“If you're riding along (below a 
mountain) and see a string of green 
in the distance, that means there’s 
probably gonna be a wash there. 





You’ve got to watch out for things 
like that.” 

Later that afternoon, we gathered 
for one last ride which took us over 
all types of terrain, from slow, trials- 
type drop-offs to rocky, whoop-filled 
roads to fast sand washes. All that we 
had been taught over the weekend 
came into play as we tried to keep our 
instructors in sight. It was work, but 
it was also a genuine pleasure play- 
riding with two of the best in their 
element. 

For $100, is the Harden/Roeseler 
desert racing school worth it? By all 
means, yes! The school is geared 
more toward the Novice or Amateur 
rider — as Harden says, “Obviously, 
we're not going to teach somebody 
how to beat us” — and these are pre- 
cisely the kind of riders who will ` 
derive the most benefit from it. 

The structure of the school — start- 
ing with the basics and progressively 
putting all the techniques together, 
aided immensely by the use of video- 
taping — makes it easy to compre- 
hend what is being taught, and since 
you. practice it immediately with 
Harden and Roeseler keeping close 
tabs on you, the lessons are rein- 
forced. Both instructors patiently and 
thoroughly answer any questions that 
are raised, and neither ridicules you, 
no matter how much of a slug you 
think you are. They give you plenty 
of encouragement and little tips that 
will help you improve in that area. 


In the small (attendance-wise) 
school I attended, each student (myself 
included) felt that their riding 
knowledge had been greatly enriched. 
We knew. what our strong points 
were and how to work on our weak- 
nesses. On top of all that, we couldn’t 
help but feel more enthusiastic about 
riding, and any school that gets you 


is invaluable. e 


excited about its curriculum like that 2 1 
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makes riding as smooth as hang gliding, but a little more practical.

Saddle up

The new and bigger Virago for ‘82, the 920cc 

version, isa thoroughbred of a motorcycle, a 

spirited companion for city streets, moun- 
-22 tain roads, and endless highways. 


In town, this handsome V- 
twin isan attention-getter. Most 
riders aren’t yet aware that 
there’s now a big brother to last 
year’s foal, the Virago 750. Its 920 
numerals appear only inconspicu- 

















ously below the ignition switch, and 
styling is similar to the smaller ver- 
sion, though the 920’s sculpted 3.8 
gallon tank is unique. 


Onlookers were never lukewarm 
about the bike’s appearance. Mostall 








~~ of themagreed that it’s a good-looking 
motorcycle. A few saw it as a bit far 
out. It can be expected to sell better 
than the XV920RJ, the European- 
styled sports version now in its second 
year, but not as well as the Virago 
750. As Yamaha well knows, chopper- 
like bikes are still hot in the market- 
place, but the bigger Virago’s $3699 
price tag is likely to keep its numbers 
down, in these days of unbelievable 
interest rates. 

For those of us in the smaller half 
of the riding population, stature- 
wise, the Virago 920 is uncommonly 
easy to horse around, for a motorcy- 
cle larger than the 750cc class which 
seems to mark the boundary of easily 
handled bikes in most cases. Only in 
dozens of tight, uphill, sand-lined 
turns did I find the beast a handful. 
Its low center of gravity makes it 
delightfully easy to wheel around 
corners in town and:on all but the 
most extreme of mountain roads, 
despite the long 59.8 inch wheelbase, 
which is scarcely less than that of the 
‘82 Harley-Davidson Sportster’s 60.75 
inches. Stock tires are tubeless Dun- 
lop F11 3.25H19 front and Dunlop 
327M 130/90 rear, adequate but not 
as stable in a lean, perhaps, as those 
good ol’ K81s. They did seem to geta 
little better with scuffing in. This 
motorcycle did not have any of that 
annoying tendency of some bikes 
with fat rear tires to understeer. 

For a large displacement bike, it’s 
exceptionally easy to balance at slow 
speeds. As part of our 2000-mile-plus 
acquaintance, I took it on a dirt road 
and found out in the steep, rutted 
parts that its reasonable use as a big 
trials bike is limited to the more 
moderate slopes. Games which can 
be played with it include stopping at 
stop signs without putting your feet 
down. 

Getting back to our mount’s trap- 
pings, people either love or hate its 
multitude of features. I found the 
liquid crystal tach and speedo dis- 
tracting at the very first, then came to 
appreciate their easy-to-read display. 
The speedo numbers go up to an 
optimistic 200 (Death Valley? Tur- 
bocharged?) as you see when you 
press the check buttom for 10 seconds 
and then watch the entire tach fan 
assemblage, and then the speedo 
numbers one through nine appear, 
followed by 10 through 90, and 100 
and 200. In real life, however, the 
numbers stop going higher at the 
same old 85. 

To the left of the check button is 
one to change the speedo from mph 
to kph and back; when this one is 
momentarily depressed together with 
the check button, the tach will switch 
from normal to idle mode to facilitate 
setting the idle, as it will then read up 
to 2000 in increments of 50 rpm 
instead of up to 10,000 in increments 
of 250. 

At the right side of the Cycom 
display is a list of checks which the 
sensors do on starting the engine, 
telling you if the sidestand is up; 
brake, oil, and battery fluid levels 
OK; head and tail lamps function- 
ing. Gas tank level is indicated by a 
four-part bar graph, which is not 
exactly linear in response to tank 
level, but certainly furnishes much 
more information than the usual on- 
or off-reserve system. In fact, I found 
the very short bar for the final quarter 
before reserve so graphically sugges- 
tive that I never ran past it. Typically, 
the first three quarter-tanksful are 
indicated at 28, 69, and 102 miles, 
respectively. One time I ran it until 
the Fuel sign and red warning light 
started to light intermittently at 124 
miles, but as I was headed up the 
canyon I gave up and got gas rather 
than waiting for them to stay on, or 
for reserve to come on which is sup- 
posed to occur at 3.3 gallons, .6

further on. The bike averaged about 
47 miles per gallon. You can shut up 
the warning light for this or another 
function with its control button if 
you get tired of it yelling at you. 

At first the Cycom instruments 
may seem creampuffery, and doubt- 
less for purists will remain so. For 
those of us who have come to prefer 
maximum riding time over fussing 
with bikes, well, one can become 
accustomed. It's'a painless way to 
avoid ‘situations like inviting your

lady friend for a ride on your big 
road-burner, then finding out at the 
hour of departure that since you neg- 
lected to check your battery, you must 
both goon her middleweight twin or 
not at all. 

Unlike on some contemporary 
bikes, however, the battery is easily 
accessible, under the right side cover. 
This cover cleverly includes a scoop 
to channel cooling air toward the 
rear cylinder, which is offset to the 
left, also for cooling. The two cylin- 





ders do run only a tiny bit different in 
temperatures, we’re ‘told. 

The engine of the 920 is quite sim- 
ilar to that of the Virago 750. Bore is 
increased to 92.0 mm. over the smaller 
Virago’s 83.0, and stroke remains the 
same at 69.2 mm. Redline is at 7000 
rpm, unusually high for a big Vee 
twin. The overhead cams help, also 
Yamaha's zero-lash gear which con- 
tributes toward taking the slop out of 
the valve train. It’s a spring loaded 
gear which meshes with the cam 
chain drive gear on the crankshaft, 
keeping ‘things hooked up snugly. 
The Hy-Vo type cam chain then 
runs off an attached smaller gear on 
the zero-lash or timing gear. The 
engine has rocker arms and screw- 
type valve clearance adjusters, easy to 
check and change but requiring more 
frequent adjustments; with shims 
redline would likely be even higher. 

Redline seems to come easily, 
however, especially in mountain rid- 
ing. Perhaps it's because the bike 
pulls so effortlessly. Vibration does 
increase with the R’s, but its low fre- 
quency makes the busier of the fours 
seem mighty buzzy. 

Like the Virago 750, this bike hasa 
shaft drive running off a jackshaft by

means of bevel gears. It’s difficult to 
remember that this is a shaft drive 
bike, however; it’s virtually unno- 
ticeable in the bike’s action. 

Like a Harley, the rear wheel will 
chirp when you downshift if you let 
the R's go down, and the wheel tries 
to drive the heavy engine and fly- 
wheel — an unaccustomed effect to a 
rider of the more usual styles of Jap- 
anese motorcycle. 

Also like a Harley, it has lots of 
torque. The flat power curve will 
make you forget to shift into fifth on 
the freeway if you daydream. 

Theoretically, with this kind of 
power the 920 would make a good 
hack bike; actually, for a day I tried it 
connected to a Motorvation Formula 
II sidecar, ‘on another project. It was 
great, despite the standard owner's 
manual warning not to do that — a 
pronouncement designed to keep the 
unwary owner from possible misad- 
ventures resulting from improper 
installation, good sidecar technology 
not being found everywhere these 
days. The Virago’s adjustable sus- 
pension is perfect for sidecar use: 
Most hack owners add air to the forks 
anyway, and get heavy-duty shocks; 
the Virago's adjustable damping 
helps, too. This long and strong 
motorcycle worked very well with 
Motorvation’s heavy, wide-track side- 
car. 

The Virago 920 is, overall, a most 
well-trained and accomodating beast. 
Swapping for a while while riding 
with a friend with a Sportster, espe- 
cially an older one, will quickly con- 
vince most people of that. The Vira- 
go's saddle, although stepped, is large, 
providing plenty of squirm room. 
On rides lasting up to half a day, it 
never became uncomfortable. The 
adjustable bars are not so extreme as 
some pullback ones, though everyone 
seems to find only a couple of the 
positions useful. Mostly I left them 
standard, but setting the inner part, 
the so-called handle, as opposed to 
the outer part, the handlebar proper, | 
back one position was useful in tour- 
ing for leaning back against a pack, a 
backrest — or a passenger. Throw 
away the torque figures for the pinch 
bolts though, they'll vibrate loose if 
not clamped down tight. The extender 
in the tool kit for the two Allen 
wrenches helps, as does anti-seize 
spray, in changing them again after 
tightening them to the max. To 
complement the pullback bar posi- 
tion, Yamaha case guards and Jammer 
highway pegs completed the set-up 
for a laid-back chopperesque riding 
style with which to eat up highway 
miles.

The dual disc front brakes made 
the bike stop well, straight and true, 
and braking was not affected when 
riding through washes on country 
roads as it has been with some other 
Yamahas. Carburetion was good, too, 
foran EPA bike. At morning temper- 
atures of about 60° the engine ran 
more smoothly with the choke left on 
during warmup, rather than gradu- 
ally shut as the manual suggests, but 
warmup time was not excessive and 
driving off with the choke on, if one 
must, worked OK, too. 

The bike was delivered with min- 
imum airand damping setting on the 
forks and on the Monocross De 
Carbon-type rear shock which reclines 
under the seat. I beefed up both to 
solo-rider maximum, damping on 
one in front and three in back, and air 
at Il psi in front and 28 in back and 
left it there. If you’re faced with some 
extensive freeway riding on short 
pavement sections it’s worthwhile to 
stop a second to dial the damping 
down to soften the Virago’s gait. Or, 
you can make it much more taut for 
serious canyon riding. Changes of 
air, if needed, are easily accomplished 
with a mini-pump, and one of the air 
gauges that takes small bites is needed, 
since the forks (with their small 
volume of air) havea crossover but no 
gauge. 

Other amenities are the ones com- 
monly found on top-of-the-line 
motorcycles now — self -cancelling 
turn signals, fork lock in the ignition 
switch, chain and its integral lock 
stored under the seat, quartz head- 
light, electronic ignition, automatic 
chain tensioner. The mirrors are 
wonderful: large, rectangular, easily 
and widely adjustable. 

Tools are below the left side cover 
in a small compartment where they 
are accessible but do present the usual 
puzzle of how-did-they-all-come-out- 
of-that-tiny-space? The toolbox, 
which can be opened (and closed, 
too, if you’ve packed them in their 
bag very carefully) with a quarter, 
also leaks dirty water off the street if it 
rains. 

My second least favorite feature 
was the too-upright sidestand, which 
forces you to remember that this is 
not a lightweight motorcycle and 
will fall down and break its plastic 
parts if you do not balance it prop- 
erly. Strangely, after it had come back 
from a day ata shop on another pro- 
ject, the sidestand stood at more of an 
angle. 

My very least favorite feature was 
the helmet lock, positioned so there is 
no way, short of bondage, to keep the 
helmet off the hot pipe. Don’t even 
think of putting a polycarbonate 
helmet on this lock, unless it’s an 
unusual situation like emerging from 
your motel in the morning with lid 
in hand and deciding to walk to 
breakfast. Early on, the bike learned 
to wear a short, covered chain and 
padlock around a handlebar for my 
helmet. 

This individual was a handsome 
deep maroon in color. But the paint 
on the tank scratched easily, leaving 
white marks which had to be rubbed 
out with polishing compound. Proud 
new owners ought to think about 
taking theirs to the neighborhood 
tank painter for an overcoat of some- 
thing clear and hard. 

But the less-than-successful details 
are much less important than the 
bike’s good qualities. Yamaha has a 
tradition of starting with an excellent 
concept and refining it through the 
model years. Excellent concept the 
920 Virago is, for those who love big 
V’s but don’t have to have a Harley; 
for those who like big bikes but finda 
large foura handful; or for those who 
want a friendly large motorcycle that 
looks good, sounds great, and does 
most everything well.. o

Redlands 
Canyon ?

What’s seldom visited, rocky as hell, has fan- 
tastic scenery and is an excellent 60-mile 
bike ride? Answer: Redlands Canyon, hid- 
den in the southwest corner of Death Valley 


National Monument, and it’s 
steeped in history. Believed by 
many to be the route used by 
Rodgers and Manly in 1850 


when they exited Death Valley seek- 
ing aid for the beleagured Bennett/ 
Arcane party of 49'ers. Their des- 
cription of the route used fits Red- 
lands Canyon very well. Unfortunate- 
ly the canyon cannot be traversed its 
entire length with wheels. We tried. 

We've done many rides in and 
around the Panamint Mountains and 
Valley before, but since the area is 
like ““Thomas’ muffins” (full of nooks 
and crannies), a couple of friends and 
I went back to seek out a number of 
areas not ridden or explored before. 
So get the old scooter gassed up and 
come with me to have a look. 

Using Ballarat, one of my favorite 
ghost towns, as a base we set up 
camp, talked to Ma and Pa Jones, 
Ballarat’s sole residents, and got ready 
for a couple of super exploratory 
rides. We were highly surprised as to 
the amount of new mining activi 


nearby. In Surprise Canyon where 
the famous and infamous Panamint 
City once stood, a new mill is being 
built and several of the old mines are 
being reworked. I was told an airstrip 
was in operation. Knowing the area 
and how rugged it is we rode up to 
see and sure enough they were using 
the main road, reworked and re- 
graded, as an airfield. I wonder if the 
BLM knows this. Story has it a pilot 
has crash landed three times already. 
He is still alive but is either crazy or 
damn lucky. The old Radcliff Mine 
in Pleasant Canyon has also been 
sold and the new owners have builta 
new road up much of the canyon. 


The next morning dawned bright, 
clear and colder than a pawnbroker’s 
heart, so heavily jacketed, we took off 
heading south to Redlands Canyon. 
The first 10 miles to Goler Wash 
wasn’t bad except for the cold. The 
sun hadn’t come up over the Pana- 
mints to warm us up. The next five 
miles were washboard that rattled us 
pretty good: This was ‘the worst it’s 





been in several years. At Goler Wash 
we turned left and headed for its 
almost hidden mouth. The road up 
the wash is still a piece of cake to ride. 
The trucks from the Keystone Mine 
have taken all the fun out of the old 
road. Gone are the rocks, the hub 
deep sand and the dry, steep, bike- 
eating waterfall. 

After a few rides in here I’ve stopped 
taking mileages and just use land- 
marks. A little past the Keystone 
Mine look for a spring and an old 
bath tub; this is Sourdough Spring. 
We stopped and found the remains of 
a large burro the coyotes had had a 
feast on. We also discovered that the 
road up to the Myers Ranch is now 
gone and the route impassable due to 
a nasty Mother Nature. ) 

We turned north and headed for 
the Death Valley Monument boundary. 
Just outside the boundary you'll find 
a grave with its impressive marker. 
This is the grave of Car] Mengel, an 
area miner for almost 40 years. Back 
on the bikes we continued north and 
soon dropped down into Butte Val- 
ley. Just ahead is Anvil Spring with 
its stone cabin and single tree. The 
cabin is still in excellent shape, but 
the roof is getting a little thin. 

After a nice coffee break we headed 
north again towards Striped Butte. 
The colorful butte, said to be of rock 
180 to 500 years old, rises some 900 
feet from the valley floor. Along the 
way I detoured a little to the old 
stamp mill I found several years ago 
(Cycle News, July 23, 1980). The 
ruins I’m happy to say are still the 
same. We continued towards the butte 
and near its base we turned west and 
entered Redlands Canyon. After a 
mile you cross an unseen line and 
leave Death Valley Monument. Con- 
tinue west and at 3.6 miles from Anvil 
Spring a side road turns up Woods 
Canyon and leads to a mine site. We 
rode up to have a look. Mengel hada 
mine here and someone is still work- 
ing the area. Once Mengel hit it big, 
finding some ore with an assay of 
$75,000 per ton. The amount was 
pityingly small but it was the talk of 
the area for some time. 

Back on the main road we again 
headed west down Redlands Canyon. 
The two track very rocky trail gets 
worse as it descends but it’s still fun 
to ride. It was here this, writer mis- 
judged the slickness of the rocks 
while changing lanes and slid intoa 
large boulder, ripping off a foot peg. 
A well seasoned piece of pucker bush 
jammed between engine case and 
frame was a satisfactory replacement. 
We continued a couple of more miles 
until a very steep, dry, rocky water- 
fall stopped us. One adventurous 
rider went down. It sounded like a 
demolition derby as he banged and 
bounced his way down through the 
boulders. He reported that around 
the next turn was a second fall, twice 
as bad. On his return it took the three 
of us, cussing and sweating to get his 
big four banger back up the fall. All 
concur it’s not worth the effort to go 
down any further. On the way back 
to Butte Valley, the peg breaker dem- 
olished his chain tensioner. Same 
type boulder, different location. The 
rest of the trip back to camp was 
thankfully made without incident. 

Back at camp we became the vic- 
tims of a mock straffing run by one of 
the hot dog pilots from nearby China 
Lake Naval Air Station. I’m used to 
the low-level high speed runs and the 
dog fights these guys put on over the 
dry lake. But this hotshot pilot was 
so low I could have hit him with an 
ice cube from my gimlet. It really 
rattled the bridgework when he went 
by. 
The next day was set aside to ride 
and explore as much of the old 
“Shotgun Road” as we could. Also 
planned was a side trip fora revisit to 
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No brag. Fact.

Restrictor rule suspended for 
Formula One road racing 


The American Motorcyclist Association Professional Racing Depart- 
ment has announced suspension of the rule requiring 750cc two- 
stroke machines competing in Formula One road racing events to be 
fitted with carburetor intake restrictors. This means that 750cc two- 
stroke machinery will now compete heads-up against four-stroke 
machines of up to 1,025cc in the AMA’s most prestigious profes- 


The decision to remove the handicap on 750cc two-strokes was 
made following the 1982 Daytona Motorcycle Classics at Daytona 
International Speedway. in the featured Daytona 200 for Formula 
One machines, a TZ750 Yamaha two-stroke piloted by Graeme 
Crosby of New Zealand was victorious. But that win was secured 
only because Team Honda riders Freddie Spencer and Mike Baldwin 
made unscheduled pit stops on their four-stroke machines. Through- 
out practice, qualifying for the Daytona 200 itself, restricted 750cc 
two-stroke machinery was consistently slower than the big four- 
stroke machines, and also slower than the unrestricted 500cc Grand 


“Removing the restrictor requirement from the 750cc two-strokes 
should serve to equalize competition in the Formula One class,” 
noted AMA Professional Racing Director Mike DiPrete. “It was only 
a matter of time before technology enabled four-stroke machines of 
1,025cc to be faster than restricted 750cc two-strokes. Rescinding 
the restrictor rule will allow two-stroke riders to gain additional 
power and remain competitive.” 

DiPrete said the AMA will monitor Formula One racing throughout 
the balance of the season, but indicated that no additional restructur- 
ing is planned for the Formula One class at this time. The next 
AMA/Winston Pro Series road race National will take place at Road

Remember 1972 when Full Bores were thee 
boots?

Andrews moved to Yamaha in 1973 after 








PAEA two years run- 
ningon the 250cc Ossa he devel- 
ped. Ossa continued to market 
the bike as the MAR (Mick Andrews 
Replica), but development slowed 
after Andrews’ departure. The fac- 
tory sold virtually the same bike for 
about three years. Then, in 1976, a 
302cc machine tagged the 350 was 
introduced. By then, Ossa trials sales 
in the U.S. had slipped noticeably. 


Ossa’s problems compounded in 
1977. The factory attempted to adjust 
to their shrinking market. Manage- 
ment wanted to cut the labor force. 
The union said no. (Workers in Spain 
reportedly have virtual lifetime tenure 
on their jobs.) Ossa, still solvent but 
seeing the handwriting on the wall, 
filed for voluntary bankruptcy. The 
factory was turned over to the workers. 
They received a loan of about $2 mil- 
lion from the government as well as a 
dispensation to do the same thing 
management had wanted to do — 
reduce the labor force. Since the turn- 
over production has been stable. 


Back in operation, Ossa signed 
Andrews. They also added homeland 
hero Tony Gorgot in 1979. Gorgot 
gave them a couple of Spanish cham- 
pionships, a win or two in world 
championship competition, and 
plenty of development input before 
leaving to join Montesa this year. 


Back here Ossa distribution has 
seen a couple of changes in recent 
years. Ossas were imported from 1966 
to 1980 by John Taylor, who had 
been a Bultaco importer at one time. 
Taylor, who more or less pioneered 
the concept of specialized off-road 
motorcycle boots, still imports the 
Full Bores through his Yankee Cycle 
Company. 


Taylor transferred Ossa import 
rights to Ron Saum (who is now the 
SWM importer) during the summer 
of 1980. Then the Slater Brothers, 
already involved with importing 
Laverda motorcycles, acquired the 
rights from Saum last summer. 

The new importer, Slater Brothers, 
is hoping to turn around the dwin- 
dling sales of recent years. Ossa 
America, Inc. has been formed to 
handle Ossa distribution (enduro, 
motocross, and trials bikes) and spare 
parts, both past and present. (For 
more info, contact Ossa America, 
Inc., P.O. Box 746, Kenwood, CA 
95452, 707/833-2622.) 


The current 350 Trials model is 
yellow, buta paler shade than Yamaha 
or Suzuki hues. Ossas have always 
had a distinctive look and the current 
model is no exception. Instant eye- 
catchers are the snake-type exhaust 
system and high-mount laid-down 
shocks. 


The 350 sports a sturdy plastic 
(rather than aluminum) skid plate 
which is an integral part of the frame. 
The dual down tubes bolt into place, 
facilitating removal of the pipe. 

The rear end of the bike is distinc- 
tive in two respects. First, it’s tall 
because the rear fender is mounted 
noticeably above the rear frame loop 
rather than flush to it. Second, the 
rear end of the bike is quite narrow 
because the bottom shock mounts are 
positioned on pedestals above the 
swingarm. 


Ground clearance is exceptional, 
close to 14 inches. Currently, most 
trials bikes run 12-13 inches. Foot 
clearance, as might be expected, is 
also on the tall side. The pegs are 
more than 16 inches above the ground. 
(About two inches taller than a Bul- 
taco.) These changes are a complete

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reversal of Ossa thinking in the past. 
The 70s’ models were lower than 
normal in both ground clearance and 
peg height. 

High ground clearance and tall 
pegs means plenty of maneuverabil- 
ity for scooting between or dropping 
off rocks or challenging logs. 

The pegs have also been moved 
forward, relative to the front axle, 
compared to older 350s. The current 
peg location, more forward and higher 
off the ground, does require some 
adjustment at first for riders used to 
other brands. While the bars aren't 
really low, they seem so because the 
pegs are tall. 

A square Amal carb feeds the 65 x 
77mm cylinder. The cylinder has a 
super long intake system cast into it. 
This design, no doubt, contributes to 





the smoothening of power. Older 
models sometimes felt like they were 
trying to load up even though they 
performed fine at low rpms. The 
choke and carb adjustment screws are 
easily reached through openings in 
the left side panel. 

The current model, still a five- 
speed when most factories are going 
to six-speeds, is a natural left-side 
shifter. The kick starter, also on the 
left side, snuggles in tightly against 
the engine. The bike must be in neu- 
tral for starting. 

The ignition is electronic, as it has 
been for years. A few manufacturers 
still prefer points, claiming better 
low rpm response, but the Ossa’s per- 
formance seems in no way compro- 
mised by the maintenance-saving elec- 
tronic system. 








“The Ossa’ s jirga puts outa dis: 
tinctive, sort of highly mellowed-out 
motocross sound. The pipe snakes 
around to the right side, then dumps 
into a collector positioned above the 
swingarm and in front of the rear tire, 
and finally terminates on the left side 
of the bike with an aluminum silencer. 

Telesco forks and shocks handle 
the suspension. The telescopic forks 
are straight-leggers. Experienced rid- 
ers generally lean toward a leading 
axle design, feeling that they offer 
more travel and more precision for 
tight turns. 

The Ossa’s shocks are truly laid- 
down at about a 45 degree angle. 
Allen head bolts are used for the top 
shock mounts for very positive fas- 
tening. Narrowness rather than in- 
creased rear wheel travel seems to be 
the primary advantage of the design. 

The shocks are positioned com- 
pletely out of the way of the rider’s 
legs as he moved around on the pegs. 
This eliminates any gouging of the 
calves. Most trials riders are familiar 
with that feeling. Some riders do use 
their shocks behind the legs as 
“stoppers’”’ to hang on and recover 
when thrown off balance. This isn’t 
possible with the Ossa. However, the 
greater mobility seems advantageous, 
once the rider adjusts. 

The Ossa comes with Pirelli CR 
tires, currently the most popular 
readily available rubber in trials. 

The rear brake is rod operated. 
Both brakes issue a shrill squeak 
when wet, but don’t seem to fade as 
flagrantly as some Spanish stoppers. 

Ossa still fits the old-style throttle 
assembly rather than the “‘whirlpull” 
type now favored by most manu- 
facturers. 

The gas tank is fiberglass. The air 
box, made of sturdy rather than typi- 
cal brittle Spanish plastic, proved 
water tight during stream bed testing. 

The Ossa Mick Andrews developed 
was a short-wheelbaser, right around 
51 inches. Later on, the wheelbase 
was lengthened to as much as 52% 
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inches. The current 350 has been 
shortened. It runs right around 51

The 350 shines in straight run- 
ning, especially in rubble or streams. 
It feels extremely stable. The rider 
can concentrate on his line rather 
than being concerned about foot and 
frame clearance. For stream beds, 
pressing the knees into the tank and 
letting the bike work its magic seems 
to work best. 

The latest 350 Ossa is obviously 
capable of competing at the highest 
levels. This has been demonstrated 
by Tony Gorgot’s success in Spanish 
and world competition. If the new 
distributor can attract some riding 
talent to showcase the Ossa product 
to American trials, there’s no reason 
the brand can’t make a comeback.

If you’re already an ace at ad- 
justing the chain and cleaning 
the air filter on your MXer, it 
might be time to step into a 
copy of Gianatsis’ Design And Tuning 
For Motocross. 

The book gives a little of everything 
you've always wanted to know about 
what makes state-of-the-art moto- 
crossers work, both then and now. It 
starts with an interesting history of 
MX section, then moves on to wheels 
and tires, brakes, shock springs, 
shocks, and then more intricate details 
concerning the workings.of a modern 
day MX powerplant. We were drawn 
from page to page throughout the 
book with Gianatsis’ well reproduced 
race shots he has compiled through 
the past few seasons. 

If you're looking for a glossed over 
summary of modern MX technology 
and tuning, don’t buy the book. In 
most cases it goes into great detail, 
sometimes with diagrams, to the point 
of reading like a textbook. Gianatsis 
holds a firm grasp on what makes a 
MXer work, especially in the rear sus- 
pension sections, and isn't afraid to 
relay his information to the reader. 

In his conclusion, Gianatsis says 
the book was published to help mod- 
ern day riders understand and compre- 
hend the workings of their machines 
in order for them to prepare and tune 
them properly. Without such knowl- 
edge, a rider doesn’t know what to 
look or feel:for when testing, and 
won't be able to define shortcomings 
and correct them. 

The book backs up its intentions. 
Design And Tuning For Motocross 
offers applicable information that 
any would-be winner can use.

McConn also led all 18 
bikes in moto two with Holmes in 
tow as McCrae was stuck in the pack. 
By lap three, McRae had worked up 
to seventh. Coleman, holding third, 
crashed ina muddy corner allowing 
Danny Dobbins to take the third, but 
McRae kept the gas on and finished 
in the number three spot. 

Although the 125cc Expert class 
was small, the racing was furious. 
Moto one saw Mark Hearns hold the 
lead through the first half as Mike 
Whalen’s Yamaha stuck to him like 
glue. But Whalen took advantage of a 
long flying jump and passed in mid- 
air for the win, as Steve Richards took 
third. 

Lady luck wasn’t with Whalen in 
moto twoas he and Chris Plain, from 
Oakland Yamaha, tangled in corner 
two, and Whalen DNF. Hearn hada 
clear first with Jimmy Olson in second 
while Kimo Casey and Steve Richards 
vied for third. Richards had prob- 
lems on the uphill, and Casey went 
by for third. Half a lap later, Casey 
missed a shift and missed a turn, 
slamming into the mountainside and 
letting Richards take over third again. 
On the last lap, Richards bailed before 
the white flag, and Casey moved back 
to third. 








Hanging close behind all this time 
was Richards’ brother David who 
passed Casey on the last lap for third, 
but Casey took third overall for Wal- 
nut Creek Honda behind Hearns and 
Olson. 

The Open Experts were led off the 
line by Joey Schlag as Dave Mythen 
tagged closely behind. Schlag lost 
time when he stopped to adjust his 
chain on “Scorebooth Bend,” and 
Mythen got a good lead as Schlag 
dropped to sixth. Schlag, KTM’s fac- 
tory rider always quick to come back, 
finished second. 

Rain began to pour on moto two, 
led by Schlag and Kennie Klein. 
Mythen got on the move, passing Bill 
Jamerson for third. Jerry Brandt from 
Concord Yamaha pulled in for fourth.

Anderson, Larson 
snag SIR MX wins

KENT, WA, MAR. 7 
Phil Larson, riding for the 


















Honda support program, made 
a triumphant return to the local 
scene after giving Brad Lackey 


fits in the Open class at the Golden 
State Series. Larson won both the 
250cc and Open Pro classes at Seattle 
International Raceway today, taking 
all four moto wins. Jimmy Anderson 
(Moto-X Fox Yam) snagged the 125cc 
Pro overall and finished in the 
runner-up spot in the 250s. 

In 250cc Pro moto one, Larson left 
the line like a rocket on his Pro-Link 
ahead of Anderson, Robb Manning 
(Hi-Point/American Honda), Danny 
Diesson (Burien Suz) and Eric Eaton 
(Husqvarna U.S.A.). A total of 19 
riders were going at it for the glory. 
Larson began to pull away in the 
early part of the moto while Man- 
ning got by Anderson for second. 
The two put ona spectacular display 
of riding and swapped positions more 
than a time or two, as Larson opened 
up a nice six-second lead. 

An interesting race for third was 
developing behind the speeding trio. 
Diesso, Stacy Thornton (DH/Super 
Seer Yam) and Eaton wentat it. This 
was MX at its best as five of the top six 
riders are all National class riders, 
Thornton a top local rider that has 
put it to the big guns a time or two. 

Larson took the checkered flag for 
the moto win over Manning and 
Anderson. Diesso won a hard fought 
battle for fourth place, holding off 
Thornton who finished fifth with 
sixth to Eaton, who appeared to be 
having an off day. 

Second moto was also a Larson 
benefit. Phil smoked off the line 
ahead of Anderson. By the early stages, 
nearly half the pack DNF, which 
included Manning, Eaton, Thornton 
and Diesso, all of whom finished in 
the top six in moto one. 


This moto Anderson stayed close 
enough to pressure Larson, who has 
the steam to go six motos. I recall 
many a time that Larson swept six 
motos (all three Pro classes) at SIR 
and surrounding tracks. This year, 
an AMA rule change does not allow a 
rider to compete in three Pro classes. 


Running third behind Larson and 
Anderson this moto was Ward Zieler 
(Hon) who was being hounded by 
Robby Burkhardt. Larson took the 
moto win going l-1 for first place pay 
while Anderson’s 3-2 netted the 
Moto-X Fox team rider second loot 
and third to Zieler, who had an off 
first moto and combined his 8-3 score 
for third money. 


Most of the riders are preparing 
themselves for the upcoming Dealers 














Challenge race next week; Larson 
wants to haul in the loot, the mega- 
bucks that Anderson and Mark Greg- 
son split last year. 

Larson once again led out of the 
gate on his 480 Honda, this time it 
was in the Open Pro race. Eaton held 
down second ahead of Tom Moen 
(Scagit Yam), “Mad” Mike Mohr- 
bacher (Hus) and Bret Rochester 
(Hon). Larson and Eaton quickly 
disappeared from the pack to put the 
motor on the others. The pack, at 
only eight riders, left a hole between 
themselves and Moen, who motored 
around the sandy, rocky course all 
alone in third. Larson took the moto 
win over Eaton, Moen, Mohrbacher 
and Rochester. 

Moto two had Eaton chomping at 
the bit for a win. Larson thought dif- 
ferently, and it was factory supported 
riders 1-2 again this moto, but don’t 
write the race off this early. Larson 
and Eaton opened up a walloping 
lead on the troops to take first and 
second. Larson took the overall in 
fashionable style while Eaton took 
runner-up honors with third. 


A 16-rider 125cc Pro field was rar- 
ing to go, and when the minute sign 
went sideways, they were unleashed. 
Anderson put his Yamaha into the 
lead over Cory Klaudt (Kaw). Man- 
ning and Anderson got into another 
one of their classic dices up front 
while Klaudt, Mike Larson (Hon) 
and Stacy Thornton (DG/Super Seer 
Yam) gave chase but to no avail. 
Manning put the race in the bag for 
first over Anderson, Klaudt, Larson, 
Brad Bolmes (Yam) and Teddy 
Pinkman (Yamaha support). 


Second go had Anderson nail down 
a holeshot over Klaudt, Larson, Jeff 
Moore (DG Suz) and Manning. Man- 
ning worked through the traffic like 
a madman while Anderson rode effort- 
lessly out front of a pack that was 
now 12. Klaudt began to worry when 
Manning moved to third but couldn't 
find a way aorund the Kawasaki 
pilot. Anderson pulled away to roost 
the pack and collect first money with 
his 2-1. Manning’s 1-3 netted second, 
Klaudt’s 3-2 good for third. 


A total of 310 riders were on hand 
today, getting set for the Dealers 
Challenge race which is one of the 
biggest events of the year in regular 
racing at SIR.

Anderson doubles 
at Woodland MX

WOODLAND, WA, MAR. 6 
Jim Anderson's double wins 
today at Woodland were his 
first of the year. That may be a 
-little hard for his local compet- 
itors to believe, the way he blasted the 
field today. 

David Hettinga (Yam) led the first 
125cc Pro charge around the first 
turn, but Anderson (Yam) took over 
the lead before the first lap was com- 
pleted and just went away. Denny 
Fennell (Yam) held third briefly before 
Stacy Thornton (Yam) and later Eric 
Hall (Yam) both went by. Thornton 
then went after Hettinga and took 
over the second spot on the fourth 
lap. Hall moved Hettinga to fourth 
near the halfway point. 

The only rider to come near Ander- 
son was Eric Eaton (Hus), who became 
the only finisher in the Open class 
which was started behind the 125s. 
Eaton charged through everyone to 
take the flag behind Anderson. 

Hall led the second moto for a 
couple of laps before Anderson took 
charge. A lap later, Robb Manning 
(Hon) moved by Hall, and the three 
fell into a parade to the flag. 

There was really only one chal- 
lenge, going on between Denny Fen- 
nell and Steve Smith (Hon) for fifth. 
Smith had just nudged by Fennell 
when they came over the tunnel jump 
on the way to the white flag. Fennell 
gave a good spurt to get back by, and 
they both went down in the turn. 
Smith got going right away, but Het- 
tinga was by before Fennell got 
moving. 

We looked for excitement in the 
talent-packed 250cc Pro class. We 
weren't disappointed, but attrition 
was high in the first moto. Mechani- 
cal troubles got Rob Burkhart (Hon) 
and Eric Eaton; the double jump got 
Rob Watilo (Yam) and Nathan Pip- 
pert (Hon); John Christian (Yam) 
hooked his foot in a rut giving his 
knee a twist; and Eric Hall yielded to 
a combination of suspension prob- 
lems and a non-coordinated day. 

Rick Bozarth (Hus) was first around 
the turn, but as he had done in the 
125s, Anderson led.at the end of the 


loop, and Bozarth was on his way to 
an eventful moto which included los- 
ing the top of his carb and trying to 
wipe out a couple of photographers. 
The tight fight for second through 
fifth was shaping up by the end of the 
first lap and ended only at the check- 
ered flag. Robb Manning, Eaton, 
Scott Tyler (Mai) and Stacy Thorn- 
ton jostled around not far behind 
Anderson. Eaton was behind Tyler 
for one lap, then by him again when 
his Husky stuck at the mid-point in 
the race. Thornton got the edge on 
Tyler for the last four laps. 

Jack McGill (Yam) led the second 
round in front of Anderson and Tyler. 
Once again Anderson moved into the 
lead, but on the second lap, Tyler 
hugged the post going into the turn 
before the whoops and took over. 
That wasn’t what Anderson had in 
mind, though, as he showed a couple 
of laps later. Tyler held on well for 
about half the moto, but he began to 
fade even before Manning went by 
him and dropped toa distant third by 
the end. McGill finished fourth. 

Water played a role in the day's 
activities again. In the second 250cc 
Pro moto, Hettinga somehow man- 
aged to get spit off his Yamaha about 
60 feet before it went, straight as an 
arrow, into a puddle beside the track 
and disappeared completely. °

Landrum lands two 
at Austin MX

The west end of the track at 
Austin’s MotoSport Raceway 
was rough on MXers today. 
Riders crashed in the same spot 
in at least three races, leaving one 
with a broken leg. 

In the 250cc Novice division, Bruce 
Dibrell took his Suzuki to an early 
lead, but Mark Motts, also on a 
Suzuki, quickly took the front spot 
from him.

By the third lap, Motts had over- 
taken Dibrell, though staying close 
and being agressive on the berms just 
didn’t seem to be enough to capture 
the lead. But the race wasn’t over. 
Motts stuck tight to Tabassi until the 
last lap, when Motts surged past 
right before the checkered flag. 

Jeff Ellis on a Honda took the 
holeshot in the Open Intermediate 
class, but Barry Myers’ Husky took 
the lead when Ellis missed a turn. But 
Myers axed his racing for a while 
when he crashed in the northwest 
corner of the track, receiving a com- 
pound fracture of the tibia-fibula. 
The yellow flag waved the remainder 
of the race as the EMTs splinted his 


leg. 

Ellis found himself in the lead 
again, followed by Steve Cardwell on 
a Yamaha. Stephen Robertson, rid- 
ing a Suzuki, took third from Husky 
rider Jon Bennett. Ellis stretched out 
the gap between himself and Card- 
well, and Robertson held third.

The two Yama- 
has ode asa team, jumping parallel, 
until Cardwell squeezed out a lead 
and moved in front of Briggs. The 
checkered flag found Ellis way out in 
front, followed by Cardwell and 
Briggs, with Robertson guarding 
fourth. 

Kawasaki rider Kyle Landrum 
dominated both motos of the 250cc 
Expert class. David Stutts and Hun- 
ter Carothers, both on Yamahas, held 
down second and third in the first 
race, so the race was for fourth. On 
his Yamaha, Russell Chapman fended 
off Wyatt Seals’ Kawasaki and Kevin 
Horton’s Husky, which found the 
battle with Chapman fatal — it DNF 
in the first moto and didn’t show up 
for the second. Joey Balcom’s Honda 
held fourth next, when Chapman 
had problems and fell back for an 
llth place finish. Jack Beckham 
finally worked his Honda up to fourth 
after a bad start and held onto it. 

In the second moto, racers rode 
through dust and long shadows of 
spectators. Landrum led the whole 
race again with Carothers in second. 
Stutts had to pass Mark Brown’s 
Suzuki and Seals for third, an incon - 
venience he had accomplished by the 
end of the first lap. Beckham cut in 
line for another fourth. Seals was 
running in fifth until he bounced off 
the downhill bank. The back of Seals’ 
leathers read, “U812.” 

Besides winning the 250s, Landrum 
also had a solo flight to two firsts in 
the 125cc Expert class. 

David Stutts, sponsored by Yamaha 
of San Antonio, took the holeshot in 
the Open Expert first moto but went 
into the pit. John Ham took the lead 
but went over a berm. Jack Beckham 
took the lead and pulled away from 
John Perrin’s Maico. Ham and Stutts 
recovered to take second and third, 
but Stutts wanted second, which he 
finally earned passing inside on the 
downhill. 

The order was the same in the 
second moto — Beckham, riding for 
MotoSport Raceway, Honda of Aus - 
tin and his wife, Stutts and Ham.

Meanwhile, Eldred was running in 
fourth with Rickey Glaser behind 
him. Glaser was one lap behind when 
he got by Hermann. He got up to 
where he could put a pass on Surber 
and shot by on his new Suzuki after 
the double jumps. 

Landrum claimed an unchallenged 
first trailed by Glaser, Surber, Eldred 
and David McClain. 

Eldred got on the gas to fly off the 
gate first in the second moto but lost 
it on the first corner with Rollo’s suc- 
cessful pass. Rollo was followed 
closely by Surber, Eldred, McClain 
and Landrum. 

Rollo led the freight train of riders 
for a couple laps till Surber exercised 
his vocal rights and jammed a dis- 
gruntled Rollo out of a left-hand 
corner, knocking him back three 
points, Landrum ran up to second 
place,, and McClain was in third. 
Rollo and Eldred were slacking off 
some by the fourth lap; McClain 
dropped back on fifth. 

Surber displayed a fine knowledge 
of riding technique and held off 
Landrum till the sixth lap when Kyle 
bounded by through the stadium 
jumps. Surber stayed right up with 
him. Hermann had a bad get-off 
through the same section, yet re- 
mounted soon afterward. 

Landrum never gave Surber a 
chance to get by and claimed victory 
for the second moto win. Surber got 
second as Eldred came in for third. 

Jeff Gibbson was off toa good start 
in the 100cc class, leading Mark Saxer, 
Scott Milner and Jimmy Edwards. 
Gibbson pulled away quickly and 
remained a distant spot from his 
adversaries. Milner bobbled over the 
double jumps letting Edwards cruise 


Gibbson repeated his flawless first 
moto performance in the second moto. 
Saxer came away from the first turn 
next with Edwards and Milner not 
far off. Edwards flew by Saxer after 
the double jumps and almost lost it 
after sailing off the jump on the 
downhill side of the bridge hill, giv- 
ing Saver a big edge. 

Gibbson took first as Edward, Saxer 
and Milner filed in. o

Still more on Wise 


After following the Steve Wise con- 
troversy these past weeks, I feel com- 
pelled to state my opinion. First of 
all, the flat track boys should be glad 
that Wise wasn’t riding one of the hot 
500cc four-stroke singles — he would 
have won. Secondly, they had better 
hope that the MX boys don’t make a 
full-scale assault on the Winston Pro 
Series — except for people like Gary 
and Hank Scott, there won't be much 
left for the flat trackers to squabble 
over. 

Now I didn’t just come off the wall 
with this opinion. I’ve been involved 
with motorcycle racing for 12 years, 
both as racer and as a spectator. I've 
witnessed several Nationals, includ- 
ing mile, half mile, short track, TT 
and motocross. And I’ve raced in half 
mile, short track, TT, motocross, 
cross-country and enduros. 

Based on these experiences, there’s 
no doubt in my mind that of all the 
“closed circuit” events, motocross 
requires the highest level of skill and 
physical preparation. Mark Barnett 
“rides five gllons” and “runs five 
miles” every day. The flat trackers 
should think about that every time 
they light up a cigarette. 

As much as I love motocross, my 
highest admiration goes to those who 
ride enduros, the ISDE, Baja and all 
the other forms of “off-road” competi- 
tion. Sure, it takes a big set to go 140 
mph down the straight on a mile 
track, but what about going 95 mph 
down a rutted, washed-out road with 
blind hills and blind corners, never 
knowing for sure what’s on the other 
side? 

And some of you out there know 
there’s nothing quite like the feeling 
you get at the start of a 125-mile 
enduro, knowing that you're going 
to be on the motorcycle for at least 
five hours, knowing that somewhere 
out there (usually at about 80 miles), 
you're going to ask yourself, “Just 
what the hell am I doing this for?” 
And knowing that if trouble strikes, 


you can’t just “pull off the track.” 

Regarding the off-road racers, I'd 
like to pay a special tribute to my 
friend Richard Jackson, who rode the 
Baja 500 solo and finished fourth in 
his class — I doubt that many people 
really understand or appreciate his 
achievement. And concerning the 
controversy surrounding Jackson’s 
earlier win at the Baja, the accusation 
that he cut the course — I say-BS. I've 
known Rich for 15 years, bought two 
motorcycles from him, raced with 
him, cow-trailed with him and pitted 
for him at the 1972 Mint 400, and I 
can say that he’s the most intense per- 
son I've known. He'll squeeze you off 
your line in a corner, and he'll psych 
you out before a race if he can, but he 
does not cheat. 

Finally, I'd like to thank Louis 
McKey, “The Phantom Duck of the 
Desert,” for the courage and deter- 
mination he’s shown in his challenge 
against “Big Brother.” Barstow to 
Vegas 1982!

Chaparrals disagree 


The Chaparrals M.C. appreciates 
the fine coverage Cycle News gave to 
the Feb. 21 Coyote Derby National 
Enduro. However, we take exception 
to one statement made by Ed Regehr 
in his report. Writing abouta mileage 
protest, he states “The mileage was 
50 feet inside the allowable 1/10th of 
a mile.” This is absolutely false. 
When the mileage was remeasured by 
the layout bike, it was found to be 
virtually perfect. It was more like 500 
feet inside the allowable 1/10th of a 
mile. 

Although Regehr did not ride the 
enduro, he apparently got his data by 
measuring the section in question 
with his own bike. If he were an 
enduro rider instead of a journalist, 
he would have known to also ride the 
three-mile odometer check section to 
determine his percent of variance 
from the layout bike. 

In addition to not knowing what 
he was doing, we felt Mr. Regehr 
misreported the facts for another rea- 
son: He is a close personal friend of 
the rider who filed the mileage protest. 

The members of the Chaparrals 
M.C. take a great deal of pride in our 
enduro and make every attempt to 
make it as accurate as possible. We 
would appreciate it if Ed Regehr 
would do the same in his article.

Barnett blitzes 
the "Dome again

Don’t tell Mark Barnett that history never 
repeats itself. He won’t believe you, and his- 
tory is on his side. After all, the defending 
6 Supercross Series Champion did take his 


Jeff Clark-tuned factory Suzuki 
to a pair of wins this weekend 
at the Coca-Cola Supercross in 
Houston’s Astrodome, a per- 
formance that mirrored his double 
victories here a year ago. 

“Yeah, four ina row, pretty good,” 
Barnett reflected as he sat in the back 
of a Suzuki box van signing auto- 
graphs into the wee hours of Sunday 


morning. “I knew if I could get a 
good start I could win both nights.” 


Honda's Donnie Hansen got the 
holeshot Friday night to lead the 
final for a lap before Barnett took 
over for good. Barnett’s teammate 
Warren Reid rode a strong race and 
stayed out of trouble for third. 


Yamaha’s Broc Glover led for most 
of Saturday night's final while Bar- 











nett fought it out with Hansen and 
Kawasaki's Jeff Ward. Barnett finally 
broke away from these two and put 
the throttle to the stops through a 
series of whoops to edge past Glover 
and pull away for his fourth straight 
win at the "Dome. Glover held a ten- 
uous second at the finish over Ward 
and Hansen. 

The 56 points Barnett collected 
over two nights of racing moved him 
from fourth to second in the series 
point standings behind new leader 
Hansen, 161-152. Former point leader 
Darrell Shultz hurt his knee the week 
before but decided that it wasn't 
serious enough to keep him out of 
Houston. Friday he was fifth in his 
heat race, then won his semi. In the 
final, however, he pulled off after a 
couple laps: According to Honda’s 
motocross team manager Dave 
Arnold, “Chuck Sun and Jimmy Ellis 
tangled underneath the bridge, and 
they were down on the ground when 
Darrell came around. He hit ‘em and 
fell down also. He got back up and 
could've kept racing, but he was just 
so far back, and the knee hurtin’ like 
it was, there was a chance he could’ ve 
fallen off and done himself more 
harm.” As it was, the injury kept 
Shultz from even attempting to get 
dressed for Saturday's event. He now 
has 122 points and is fourth in the 
standings. 


Friday 
Preliminaries 

Kawasaki support rider Bill Liles 
took control of the alternate moto 
after early leader Greg “Scooter” Bates 
crashed, breaking his left leg. Yamaha 
Pro Support rider Jeff Jennings 
hounded Liles the last half of the race 
and finished second over, Maico’s 
Scott Johnson, Tom Carson and 
Honda support rider Larry. Hughes. 





Yamaha’s Scott Burnworth went 
wire to wire to win the first moto, but 
he was pressured all the way by Jeff 
Ward and then by Honda’s Johnny 
O'Mara. O'Mara tried a last ditch, 
last corner pass: on Burnworth, but 
all it amounted to was a spill as the 
Yamaha pilot blasted away with Ward 
in pursuit. O’Mara got restarted in 
plenty of time for third while Yamaha 
Pro Support rider Rick Johnson 
claimed fourth, the last direct 
transfer position, by holding off Darrell 
Shultz. 

After unseating teammate Jim 
Gibson, Donnie Hansen ran at the 
point in the second moto. Kawasaki's 
Tom Benolkin secured third from the 
start while Scott Johnson took fourth. 

Bob Hannah was an easy winner in 
the third moto on his factory Yamaha. 
Honda support rider Kenny Keylon 
took second with KMC Kawasaki's 
“Dynamite” Dan Conway a fairly 
close third. Kawasaki's Goat Breker 
stayed ahead of Broc Glover for fourth. 

Mark Barnett outsped the others in 
the fourth moto. The elapsed time 
was seven seconds faster than any of 
the other races run, establishing him 
as a heavy favorite. Honda’s David 
Bailey was second followed by Warren 
Reid and Suzuki teammate George 
Holland. 

Shultz and Chuck Sun were 1-2 the 
entire way in the first semi. The 
second semi saw Honda Support rider 
Jimmy Ellis in front and flying until 
the last two laps when Suzuki’s Kent 
Howerton slipped past. 

Glover rode his third race of the 
night in the consy, though he hadn’t 
planned on getting that much prac- 
tice on the track. He made the most of 
the extra laps and led from the first 
corner on, gaining the last transfer 
into the 21-rider final over Honda 
Support rider Steve Martin and Suzuki 


. Support rider Gary Denton. +- 











Final 

After the gate dropped, Hansen 
appeared to have the edge going into 
the first turn, but Glover swooped 
down from the outside, looking like 
he would take over. He wouldn't. 

“Thad areally good jump,” Glover 
explained later, “I had the last pick 
on the line — I got all the way to the 
outside — and I got off the gate per- 
fect. There was a berm that was there 
(in the first turn), and Hansen went 
up to take it. When we met at the 
berm at the same time, I got popped 
up and over the other side. I clipped a 
haybale and went off the track and 
landed out on the cement.” 

By the time he got back on the 
track, Glover was last. 

Hansen got away cleanly. and 
completed the first lap with Reid, 
Barnett, Bailey and Hannah in tow. 
In one fell swoop, however, he was 
quickly in third. 

“I got passed after the first camel- 
back, in the right-hander,” Hansen 
said later. “Going into it, about halHf- 
way around it, I went straight toward 
the berm, and there was a little wall, 
so I had to stop and back up and get 
going again. That’s when Barnett 
and Reid passed me.” 

Hansen got back and passed Reid 
after a couple laps, but there was no 
catching Barnett. “It was a pretty 
comfortable lead, so I just tried to 
keep that pace. There was no need to 
win by 20 (seconds),’’ Barnett said. 

Gibson kept Reid honest for the 
majority of the race, but Reid never 
made a mistake large enough to capi- 
talize on so the Honda ace settled for 
fourth. Hannah and Burnworth fin- 
ished next while O’Mara swapped 
spots on the last lap with Breker for 
seventh. Glover — minus a useable 
front brake lever — recovered from 
his off-track excursion well enough 


-for-ninth while Keylon got 10th.

Saturday 
Preliminaries 

No alternate moto was required 
Saturday night. Hansen and O'Mara 
started things off with a bang as they 
ran nearly wheel to wheel in the first 
moto. Rick Johnson passed Suzuki’s 
Denny Bentley for third after badger- 
ing him for the first half of the race. 

Ward led the second moto charge 
into the first turn with Barnett and 
Ellis beside him. Barnett got the drive 
out of the corner and ran aloneas he 
sped away to win the fastest heat of 
the night again. Ellis managed to 
hold off a persistent Ward while Gib- 
son joined the act in fourth. 

A fouled plug left Steve Martin 
standing at the line without his bike 
as the one-minute board went up in 
the third moto. Honda mechanics 
presented him with a running ma- 
chine just before the board went 
sideways, and when it did turn, he 
was off. 

Martin followed local shoe Dan 
Conway into the first turn, but took 
over shortly thereafter with Glover, 
Howerton and Conway doing the 
following as they completed the first 
lap. 

Glover assumed the lead on the 
second circuit, keeping it to the fin- 
ish, and Howerton bumped Martin 
back to third on the sixth lap. 

David Bailey and Honda Support 
rider Ron Turner led the start of the 
fourth moto. Turner unloaded in 
front of the pack on the face of ajump 
and scrambled to the edge of the track 
without being run down. Bailey got 
off hard in the right-hander before 
the finish line jump but limped away 


after the race. k 
That left Suzuki’s George Holland 


in the lead, and he kept it the rest of 
the way, marking the first-ever vic- 
tory in Supercross competition for 
the young former minicycle champ.

His veteran teammate, Reid, closed 
on him in the last half of the race and 
took second with Hannah third and 
Alan King, another Suzuki teamster, 
fourth. 

Tom Benolkin headed the first 
semi from start to finish, despite 
almost losing it in the early going 
when he tried to clear three whoops 
instead of the usual two, and bent the 
bike over and styled as he hit the fin- 
ish line jump to receive the 
checkers. Blown fork seals squirted 
oil on his front brake disc, diminish- 
ing performance of both forks and 
brake, and necessitating a quick fork 
leg swap after the finish. 

Yamaha Pro Support rider Jeff 
Hicks and Honda Support rider Larry 
Wosick battled for second through- 
out the first half of the semi before 
Wosick got by. Suzuki Support rider 
Clint Hardick ended up with second 
on the final lap, though. 

Burnworth had no competition in 
the second semi, spending his time 
clicking off the laps in front. Bill 
Liles bounced past Honda Support 
rider JoJo Keller on lap seven for a 
transfer. 

Kenny Keylon put it to em in the 
consy for the last transfer followed by 
WRW Racing Yamaha rider Darren 
Rhoten and Yamaha Pro Support 
rider Eric McKenna. 


Final 

Barnett, Glover and Hansen led 
the way through the first turn, but 
Glover emerged the leader as they 
completed their first lap followed by 
Reid, Burnworth, Ward, Gibson, 
Martin and Hannah. 

Ward scooted around Burnworth 
the next time around and fell in 
behind Reid. When Reid went down 
in turn one after his front end washed 
out, he was up in fourth. 

Barnett lost. ground on lap six 
when his hand hit the bars as he 
leaned into a left-hander before the 
mechanics’ area and then flew into 
the haybales. He was quickly up and 
going again, though, and began to 
catch back up to Hansen, who was 
closing on Glover. 

Barnett saw his chance to repass 
Hansen on lap 12 and took it. “He 
passed me over that camelback,”’ 
Hansen said. “He got a better drive 
out of the corner.” 








Glover, who had started out 
strongly, now had Barnett and Hansen 
right behind with Ward keeping an 
eye on things a short distance back. “I 
rode a little too conservatively,” 
Glover explained later. “I wasn’t 
attacking some of the turns as hard as 
I was in my heat race, or in practice 
even.” 

Two laps later, Barnett kept it 
nailed over a series of whoops, hit the 
outside of the turn and out-jumped 
Glover at the finish jump. “Usually I 
was going about fourth (gear), and 
that time F just shifted up one more 
and pulled him into the corner,” 
Barnett said later. “I think he expected 
it. He went to cut inside of me, and 
we were just even all the way up to 
that double-up. I had more momen- 
tum going up and passed him. From 
there on it was pretty easy; I pulled 
outabout four seconds, and after that 
it was keeping a good pace, enough 
to stay ahead.” 

Barnett stayed comfortably clear of 
the brawl behind him involving 
Glover, Hansen and Ward. Glover 
managed to just keep second, but 
Hansen was trying. “It was hard to 
get by,” Hansen claimed. “I couldn’t 
get by Glover. He slowed me up a 
little bit. Then I made a couple of 
mistakes. Ward bumped me out of a 
turn so he got by me. That was a 
bummer.” It also gave Ward third 
place as they took the white flag, 
leaving Hansen with not enough 
time to regroup and repass. 

“I could see the leaders up front so 
I started charging for 'em,” said Ward 
afterward. “I think I could’ve got 
Broc if we had one more lap, but I 
was happy where I finished. I didn’t 
really let 'em get away; I knew I could 
keep up with them, but Barnett was 
going really strong. It was so hard to 
pass out here; you had to go almost 
twice as hard in corners to pass a guy, 
and nobody goes almost as fast as 
Barnett goes into corners. So if you 
pass him, you’re going damn fast.” 

Burnworth rode in for fifth over 
Gibson, Hannah and Ellis. Denny 
Bentley came out on top of a tight 
skirmish involving O’ Mara and Rick 
Johnson which went down to the 
checkers. 

“Mark rode a little harder, and he 
had the will to win,” Glover said. 
“Tve got to get that back to me. It 
helps out doing this good before a 
National (the 125/250cc opener at 
Hangtown on Mar. 28). 

“Im happy,” he said before cor- 
recting himself. “I'm semi-happy. I 
could be one happier,” he said witha 
grin. 

Barnett’s double wins gave him a 
double boost of momentum that he 
hopes will carry over to next week's 
opening National. “Looking forward 
to 125s now,” he said thoughtfully. 
“Big pump going.” And if history 
repeats itself there, Barnett could stay 
pumped for quite a while. 3

To compound 
the imapct of that first pass, racers 
remembered that Vance had set the 
national record (8.62) here one year 
ago. And that was only the seventh 
run éver on a bike which was barely 
completed in time to make the long 
cross-country haul. The remainder of 
the first qualifying session produced 
no other greatnumbers as several rid- 
ers had problems. The bump spot, 
the number eight position, was 9.19 
seconds. 

In the second qualifying session 
Mike Keyte powered his Kawasaki to` 
a 8.78 at 151. John Mafaro ran a per- 
sonal all-time best of 8.82 on his 
number two bike to qualify third. 
Bob Carpenter rounded out the top 
half of the field with a 8.89 on the 
Suzuki/Cypro machine. Randy Ma- : 
son was happy to qualify with a 8.96 
but the bad news was he would face 
Vance in the first round. Joe Folgore, 
the other half of Cypro, ran the new 
Katana to an 8.98 but bent a valve in 
the process. Two local favorites filled 
out the field: Charlie Gressman, now 
turning Pro, ran 9.06. Jacksonville's 
Ron Turner, wounded in the pits, 
survived having his first round 9.08 
bumped out of the final eliminations.

Vance and Mason started things 
out and Mason, gambling at the 
starting line in hopes of.a holeshot, 
red-lighted his chances away. Vance 
ran 8.66/151.77. “Pizza John“ Mafaro 
ran a 8.92/148.51 to defeat Gress- 
man’s 9.13/145.16. Carpenter and 
Folgore had rebuilt the Katana in 
time for the first round but Joe lost to 
Keyte in a close race. Keyte ran’ a

Carpenter 
grabbed a .11 second holeshot from 
“Superbike Mike,” but a jetting 
change between rounds worked 
against him as he ran an off pace 
9.03/147.78. Keyte was able to over- 
take Carpenter at the top end witha 
8.82/150.75 run. 

The final was a familiar one: Vance 
versus Keyte, Suzuki against Kawa- 
saki; number one going head to head 
with number two. Keyte and crew 
had been voted best appearing crew 
by NHRA overall the 500+ cars, fam- 
ous names andall, at the Gators. The 
prestigious award helped soften the 
blow of defeat as Vance ran a 8.70 to 
Mike’s 8.77. Vance had wanted a new 
national record all weekend but in 
the final when he shifted to fifth the 
motor dropped back to fourth and 
that slowed him down.

World Championship 
Observed Trials Series: 
Round 2 


Lejeune, 
Schreiber & 
Burgat top 
Belgian round

VERVIERS, BELGIUM, FEB. 28 
A repeat performance by Eddy 
Lejeune, Bernie Schreiber and 
Gilles Burgat put them head 
and shoulders above the rest of 
the world at the Belgian World Cham- 
pionship round. 

The Belgian, American and French- 
man finished in the same order for 


"a 















the.second. time in two weeks to, 


stamp their individual claims on the 
World Championship after only two 
rounds of the 12 round series. 

Lejeune’s win, on board the fac- 
tory Honda the week previous. in 
Spain, had been a convincing 14 
marks. On his home territory he was 
in commanding form, finishing the 
three lap, 18 section trial with a loss 
of 79 marks. This was 27 marks in 
front of the ever-threatening 
Schreiber, who was, in turn, three 
ahead of defending Champion Bur- 
gat. 

In winning the trial, Lejeune com- 
pleted a hat-trick of home wins. Right 
from the very beginning, it was ap- 
parent he was the man to beat. Mas- 
sive crowds flocked from section to 
section to cheer on their hero, and 
every single mark he lost on the 
slippery drops, steep rock climbs and 
rooted hillsides was accompanied by 
groans of dismay. They need never 
have worried, for if Lejeune lost a lot 
of marks, then his rivals were certainly 
losing a lot more. 

The penultimate section of the 
trial proved to be the highlight of the 
event for the spectators and army of 
cameramen following the action. A 
four foot sheer rock step had a very 
steep and slippery approach, and 
those who never made it over the crest 
suffered a massive crash. The section 
proved to be the downfall for many 
competitors. Two British riders dam- 
aged their ankles after leaping after 
their crashing bikes, and Fantic fac- 
tory star Jaime Subira (fourth. in 
Spain) was taken to a hospital after a 
spectacular and nasty fall. 

But the section could be cleaned, as 
Lejeune proved when he made it look 
like a main highway. Burgat was 
another who mastered it as did Le- 
jeune’s Honda teammate Kiyoteru 
Hattori. Several further cleans were 
recorded from Christan Desnoyers, 
Martin Lampkin and Ulf Karlson, 
but none was in the class of Leyeune 
who only gave away a single dab over 
the three laps. 

Fourth in the trial was former 
French Champion Charles Coutard, 
who had a measurably better day 
than he enjoyed the previous week 
when he retired in Spain. 

Consistent Swede Ulf Karlson took 
fifth, one place better than the week 
before, with Britain's favorite Martin 
Lampkin in sixth. 

Danilo Galeazzi from Italy was 
seventh -- he seems to always go well 
in Belgium -- while back in the 
points once again was Yrjo Vesterinen 
in eighth. When Vesty lost out the 
week before in Spain, it was only the 
third time in 87 World Championship 
events he had failed to score points. 

Eddy Lejeune’s elder brother, Jean 
Marie, took ninth. His ride was ex- 
tremely suspect, many of the other 
riders feeling he had been given the 
benefit of doubtful observing. Finally, 
in tenth place and scoring his first 
ever World Championship point, was 
Bultaco riding Frenchman Fred 
Michaud. 

The Belgian round was a lot better 
than the fiasco the previous year. 
With Lejeune, Schreiber and Burgat 
all so convincingly on form, the 
round in Britain should be a tremen- 
dous battle. After Britain there is a 2% 
month gap to round four, and the 
leader during that time will have a 
great psychological advantage. e
